He adds, “ that by the same princivle of 
right by which they are punished at all, 
they are punished eternally.” We should 
have thought that this last statement had 
been inadvertently dropped without due 
consideration, had net the same idea_ been 
communicated in other places with great 
apparent confidence of its propriety. In 
on other place he represents this same idea 


as follows, 


‘That they will be eternally punished, rests 
upon the same principles of consistency with 
the goodness of God, as does the faci that they 
will be punished at all, either in this life or 
the life io come.’ 


We should consider ourselves the most 
wicked and cruel advisers, to recommend 
M:. G. to conduct towards his children on 
the same principle. as he supports that 
God conducts towards hiscrentores. Fou 


then, “ upon the same principle of righ by 











must punish them to death. Ged punish- 
ed David for his great sin in causing the 
death of Uriah. Now upon the same prin- 
ciple that God punished David at all he 
must punish him eternally. An Apostle 
said, that the Lord “ scourgeth every son

by his statement, and contend, that upon the

former statement. [f the attributes of God 
are in essence the same, itis clearly obvi- 
ous, that the acts which proceed from their 
exercise, are also the same and alike; there- 
fore, if any one of these attributes affords 
one sinner aneverlasting salvation, this 
same attribute and all others which are the 
same in essence, will afford every sinner 
the same salvation. Mr. G. continues his 
argument as fullows,— 


“But, ifthe eternal punishment o the wicked 
be inconsistent with the mercy of Ged, then the 
mercy and justice of God «re at variance, 
&c.” “Phe first proposition with the advo- 
cite of universal salvation, should be, the 
ingustice of God in the eternal punishment of 
the helpless sinner.” 


Although Mr. G. appears to inculcate 
with such perfect assurance, that the jus- 
tice of Ged requires eternal punishment 
vet we feel as much assured that it requires 
exactly the contrary. None will dispute 
but that in order for a sinner to be endless 


ly miserable, he must necessarily remain, 
in anendless state of disobet lence aud sin, 
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as it would be impossible in the nature of 


things, for a perfectly obedient and holy 
There- 


fore, if justice requires endless misery, it 


being to be endlessly miserable : 


must also, as a necessary consequence, re- 
quire endless disobedience and sin, in cr- 


dert» procure this misery. But the jus- 


tice of God requires perfect obedience— 
supreme love to God and men which is 
the only element of true happiness. 

The remaining arguments adyanced un- 
der this head, are drawn from the suppo- 
sition that sin is an znfinite evil, and as we 
think we have fully refuted this notion in 
the former part of our examination, it is 
not necessary to have a recurrence of the 


same subject in this place. But we will 


give the following specimen of this part of 


the sermon. 

‘* If sin be but a small offence, why was it 
necessary that Christ shoald be God in order 
(o ive efficacy to the blood of the cross, lo- 
deed, in this case, there would be no necessi- 
ty for any atonement at all.”’ &c.  * But, per- 
haps our eppenents will say, we agree with you. 
Without the shedding of his blood, there could 
have been no remission of stuz. This plea is 
in vain, as bas been already shewo. Either 
sin is an mfintie evil, or ne atonement ts nece-- 
siry ; andif the doctrine of universal redemp 
tion be not false, then Christ ws dead in vain.”

** And again they said, Alleluia And _ her 
smoke rose np forever and ever.’’—And the 
Devil that deceived them, was cast into the 
Jake of fire and brimstone, where the beast 
and the false prophet are, and shail be tormen- 
ted day and night forever and ever.” 


If Mr. G. had not committed so many 
palpable mistakes, we should attribute the 
above tocarelessness, and not to a want of 
penetration- Itis really mortifying that 
aman of his opportunities and science, 
should not perceive that forever and ever 
in the passages he has cited in the above 
extract, are applied particularly to time, 
and also to ¢2me measured by day and night. 
When it can be shown that day and night 
are not /zme, then it can also be shown that 
forever and ever,in the above cited scrip- 
tures, which are put in apposition with 
day and night, are applied to eternity and 
notto time: But never before.

In pro portion to ul e terror they inspire. I 
the eruption of 4Ema, in 166 69, the strean 
of lava destroved. in 40 Cavs, the hahita- 
tions of fwenty-seven thousand persons; 
avid nf Pemente: thoshand sohalstant 
and of fwenty ticitsang wnel.iteant- he Une 


city of Catenia, only three thensand esca- 
ped. In the year 79. the celebrated cities 
of Pompeii and Hercul neum were conm- 
pletely overwhelmed and buried unter 
ground, by an eruption of Vesuvius, and 
the spots on which they stood remaine< un- 
knew n for sixteen hundred years. Since 
that period, about 40 eruptions have taken 
place, each of them producing the most 
dreadful ravages. But the volcanoes of 
Asia and America are still more terrible 
and destructive than those of Europe. 

The volcanic mountain Pichincha, near 
Quito, caused, on one occasion, the de- 
struction of thirty-five thousand inhabit- 
ants. Inthe year 1772 an eruptton of a 
mountain in the island of Java, destroyed 
40 villages: and several thousands of the 
inhabitants ; and in October, 1822, eighty- 
eight hamlets and above two thousand per- 
sons were destroyed in the same island by 
a sudden eruption from anew volcano. The 
eruption of Tomboro 1n the island of Sum- 
hawa,ip 1815, was so dreadful, that all the 
Moluccas, Java, Sumatra, and Borneo, to 
the distance of a thousand miles from the 
mountain, felt tremulous emotions, and 
heard the report of explesion. In Java, at 
the distance of 240 miles, the clouds of ash- 
és from the volcano preduced utter dark- 
ness. 

ANECDOTES.—-A couitryman mzet- 
ing the prime bishop of Strasburg at the 
head of an army, asked him how a succes- 
sor to the peaceable apostles could so far 
Violate his sacred office as to lead men to 
war. “I donot lead them as an archb'sh- 
op, but asa prance of Strasburg,” was the 
reply. “ID should hike to hnow,’ ” said the 
countryman, “if te prince of Strasburg 
sheulki chance to goto the devil, 
Would become of tic Arciubishop.”

This letter so mortified the opposers of 
the clergyman, that they renounced their 
old cruel doctrine, and believed that God 
our creator regards the works of hrs hands.
